Divinity and Direction 


A Lecture given at Serenity Spiritualist Church January 2, 
1972, through the Mediumship of Richard P. Goodwin. . . 


The topic that was selected for this morning for discus- 
sion is ‘DIVINITY and DIRECTION.’ I am surethat most 
of us present have some degree of awareness that we are 
not here in this earth expression by chance. That we are 
aware that we are something and that indeed something 
cannot come out of nothing. Therefore, we look about us 
and we see such a variety of expressionin this earth realm, 
in this world of creation. And the question arises within 
our minds at times; why am I here? Where am I going? 
And also does the question arise in that line of thinking -- 
where have I been? Because we know as | said that some- 
thing cannot come from nothing and we understand, some 
of us perhaps, that that, that is form is creation. There- 
fore, that part of us that is the vehicle of the Divine ex- 
pression or so-called Spirit, the formless, had beginning 
and is coming to an ending. 

The teachings of Spiritualism are eternal progression. 
And from that teaching we do not accept that Spirit - God 
can progress because if it could progress than it would ‘no 
longer be God or Infinite Intelligence. So from the state- 
ment of Modern Spiritualism, eternal progression, we 
understand that those teachers from the realms on high 
who brought forth that statement are referring to form, to 
the vehicle of the Divine expression. And so, my good 
friends, we are not in form what we were a year ago, or 
10 or 20 or 40, and we are not going to be what we are 
today this moment, for that would be contrary to eternal 
progression of form. 

So what is it, we ask, that is free, unchanging and limit- 
less, that is beyond creation? And we come withinside of 
ourselves and find a great peace, a great light. And when 
that light dawns on our horizon and when we have truly 
found it — if it is only afleeting glimpse of it, we know that 
we have ever been and that we shall ever be. And by that 
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statement, my good friends, I’m not speaking of this indi- 
viduality, of this so-called vehicle of this moment that is 
constantly changing. Is there any security in change? No, 
my friends. Therefore, the wise man soon considers — what 
shall I attune myself to if it istruth, security and foundation 
that I am seeking? Then I will not attune myself to form 
for form comes and form shall go. But that power that 
never changes-for it is the power that sustains all things— 
that is the only thing that never fails. Things will come 
and things will go but when our faith is truly divinely 
directed, it sends us inside ourselves. There is where, and 
the only where, that we will truly perceive truth, and this 
is why the teachers have taught that truth is individually 
perceived. We see a portion of it as we evolve through the 
levels of understanding and, therefore, our horizons be- 
come broader; our so-called God becomes greater as we, 
and we alone, open our sight and begin to see. If we are 
attuned to the Divine love, this neutral power, then we 
become directed by it and we no longer are disturbed or 
moved by the passing changes of this panorama of earth 
expression. We are in it, indeed, but we no longer become 
a part of it. Whatever the problem or disturbance of the 
moment, it came to us by a law that we set into motion 
as man is a law unto himself, and as it came, it shall go 
as we start to express through a greaterlevel of awareness. 
This Infinite Intelligence, being intelligent and infinite, 
knows and does not have to be told. 

This vehicle of mind - this so-called brain -- serves a 
purpose in this dimension. This brain is composed of the 
elements of nature of this planet; it comes from it and it 
returns to it. What does it behoove us, my good firiends, 
to put reliance upon it, to have faith in it? It is not our 
salvation. It is not designed to be so. 

Think of the great eternity that you are — not that you 
are going to become, but what we are this moment, for in 
this moment are we in eternity. We are in truth, Spirit. 
We are not going to become Spirit, but we are Spirit. And 
we have that wonderful opportunity to make the choice of 
truly becoming aware of our divinity this moment and 
acting accordingly. 
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As long as we permit this mind, this brain, to govern, 
to guide and to control our lives, we shall not find and 
experience this peace that passes all understanding. The 
mind has established patterns and those patterns are not 
easy to change. When these patterns begin to disturb us, 
it takes great effort to recognize it, in the sense that it is 
all within ourselves. No one, my good friends, brings us 
joy and no one brings us grief, but we and we alone accept 
or reject it by becoming mentally in rapport with it. As 
long as we need the experiences of doubt, of fear, of lack 
and of limitation; as long as we ourselves need so-called 
poor health and loneliness and all those things; as long 
as we need them, we indeed shall experience them. As 
long as we need attention drawn to us, the self, then we 
will continue to see the cause of all experiences outside of 
ourselves. But when we withdraw from this multitude of 
expressions and we sincerely seek to find our true being, 
then, my good friends, we will gravitate to a level of wis- 
dom. 

Many people can show you a way, but your way is 
your right and all ways are right ways for the individual. 
*Cause no matter where we wander, no matter what we do 
or where we go, we cannot in truth separate that which is 
Divine. For that that comes from the thing, by the law of 
coming is destined to return. Think, my good friends, you 
have the opportunity and the choice to be free this very 
moment. The path is not easy but it is possible; it is 
demonstrable; it can be done. But the patterns of false 
Gods must be dethroned. For that we give power to in our 
thought becomes our master, our God, and we become its 
slaves. If we are disturbed by the fluctuations of this mater- 
ial world — if we are disturbed because someone we are 
attached to does not do, think and act the way that we 
desire, we have become the slave and they the master. This 
world or any world is not designed by Divine plan for just 
one person. The world does not cease to revolve in space 
because we decide that we’re busy. All of these things we 
have the wonderful opportunity to use. It’s when we abuse 
them that we become destroyed by them. 

Ofttimes man seeks and prays for understanding. His 
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prayers become answered as the Divine Infinite Intelligence 
brings understanding to him but not in the way that he has 
decided that he should receive it. When we truly awaken to 
the divinity within us, our lives will become divinely di- 
rected. God does not give us health or its opposite. God 
does not give us wealth or its opposite.God IS. We and we 
alone make the choice whether we want to accept it or to 
reject it. Remember that that we define we limit’ How can 
we define in truth Infinite Intelligence? We limitit in expres- 
sion. 

But surely in this new year, this new cycle, the beginning 
of a cycle of nine years, the journey begins with the first 
step. You have the power to set into motion a new life, a 
new being. That power is ever within us. That that we be 
lieve we become. Think of that great power as energy, the 
Divine, follows attention. We, my children, are ever becom- 
ing in form as the spirit of turth is striving to express it- 
self. Truth is not readily accepted at any time in so-called 
history. Because the mind does not wish nor desire to 
change or leave that which it is familiar with to go onward 
to other levels which it is not yet familiar or secure with. 
But unless we are ever ready andwillingto change, we will 
stay where we are because we are who we are.

THE ETERNITY OF AN IDEA 


QUESTION: ‘Is the human mind so framed that it 
can recall all of its past thoughts? Or, is there any 
reason to believe that ideas are immortal? And does 
the mind improve forever?”’

What a 
magnificent conception, to attempt to follow the mind 
along the path of its immortal existence, and to see it 
forever drinking in the stream of knowledge, whereby 
it constantly accumulates strength, and has the sphere 
of its capacity enlarged, yet remaining eternally in- 
finitely inferior to that of the Deity! Yet who can con- 
ceive of the vast amount of knowledge it will ultimate- 
ly attain, or its more than angelic intellectual might?”’

Becoming A Spiritualist 


By H. Gordon Burroughs 


Many people fail to understand that Spiritualism 
is a religion. Because Spiritualism has so many ap- 
proaches, the truly scientific man who is not interested 
in religion approaches the phenomena of modern 
Spiritualism purely from a scientific standpoint. He is 
interested only in the fact that heis approaching some- 
thing that he does not understand and wants to know 
something about. He is interested in this one thing: to 
find out, if possible, if these phenomena are caused by 
a force not as yet understood in nature or if they are 
produced by disembodied entities through the instru- 
mentality of mediumship. 

A greater number of the scientists who have ap-— 
proached Spiritualism from a scientific standpoint have 
been convinced of its authenticity. We mean by this 
statement that they are convinced that Spiritualism 
has a true foundation upon which one may stand and 
that the phenomena are true, as expressed by one of 
the greatest of scientists when he stated that the fact of 
communication as demonstrated by Spiritualism was 
as definitely proved as any other fact in nature or in 
science. 

Then there are those who approach Spiritualism 
wholly from the standpoint of curiosity. They hear 
that in the presence of mediums certain phenomena 
take place, and they approach the subject solely with 
the attitude of ‘‘I am here; now show me.” They 
make no conditions of their own which make it pos- 
sible for them to be shown, not realizing that the 
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spirit world is under no obligation whatsoever to ap- 
proach the children of earth unless the children of 
earth express the sincere desire to contact that world. 

There are those, too, who approach it because they 
feel that they may be directed by the prophecies of 
mediums, although they are not especially interested 
by what means the prophecies are made. There is also 
a group of people who are interested only in the pos- 
sibility of receiving a message from a departed loved 
one on the other side. These people remain in the 
Orthodox Churches. They are willing to take all a 
psychic or medium can give them; but they fear per- 
haps that a scientific religion or philosophy which 
they are investigating is not popular enough to be re- 
garded as something which they can publicly uphold 
and about which they can publicly express an opin- 
ion. These groups get very little out of Spiritualism. 

The lypical investigator and the curious seeker too, 
get very little They are satisfied to go to mediocre 
mediums for their demonstration. So many of these 
investigators dwell on the material plane of activity. 
They are satisfied with the mere rapping, with the 
floating of musical instruments, with the moving of 
furniture from one place to another. The curious are 
pleased if they get a message telling them whom they 
shall or shall not marry, what house they shall or 
shall not live in, what property they shall sell and 
what property they shall keep. These people carry on 
their investigation purely on a plane of mediocrity; 
they are completely disinterested in learning of the 
philosophy and religion of modern Spiritualism. 

It must be remembered that it has not been the 
medium who has kept Spiritualism in a mediocre 
state, but people who have held the medium down to 
a state of ‘Hello, John’ and “Hello, Mary,” and 
‘‘What house shall I buy?’’ Mark you, there are some 
people in the world who are seeking the higher things, 
and whose hearts ache because they see these mediocre 
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things demonstrated as spiritual philosophy; and they 
are sorry indeed that this mediocrity is associated with 
the movement of Spiritualism. Card reading, crystal 
gazing, and palmistry -- all these things pass so often 
under the name of Spiritualism! These things, we, as 
a movement, have had to carry as excess baggage. 
We have no way of copyrighting the name Spiritual- 
ism; so we are faced with these conditions. The true 
investigator, the man and the woman who are truly 
seeking something higher, something to help them 
along the pathway of life, are the only persons who 
are going to receive the greatest joy, the greatest good, 
the greatest solace in their investigations of these 
scientific facts.

What Is Mediumship?

SPIRITUALISM A STEP UPWARDS 


Spiritualism deals with a higher range and a wider 
field of supersensuous phenomena than either mes- 
merism, telepathy, psychometry, clairvoyance, or heal- 
ing because the natural susceptibility of man in these 
directions is increased and intensified, and exercised 
upon a superior plane, when it is utilized by intelligent 
spirit operators. 

Mesmerism proved that one spirit in the body can 
influence another spirit also in the body, and can also 
affect the body of that individual. But Spiritualism 
has proved that a spirit out of the body can influence 
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a spirit in the body, and render him impervious to 
ordinary physical sensations, while he is at the same 
time acutely sensitive to spiritual or psychical impres- 
sions. Teeth have been drawn, and surgical operations 
have been performed upon mediums when under ‘con- 
trol’ without the slightest indication upon their part of 
experiencing painful sensations, and yet, on other oc- 
casions, by thought-transference from the spirits, they 
have been made to cry and exhibit every indication of 
extreme grief, anger, pain, or delight. It is not true 
that sensitiveness is confined to those who are diseased, 
weak of will, neurotic, or hysterical. Those who are 
susceptible to psychic influence may be impulsive, 
warmhearted, spontaneous, sociable, and even pas- 
sionate; but not by any means, or of necessity, weak- 
minded or vicious.

Q. Why are public’ attempts at psychometry often 
very imperfect? 

A. Because when many articles are presented for ex- 
amination from different persons, their distinctive 
auras become confusingly interblended. Occasionally 
someone who is a very strong individual naturally 
sympathetic with the sensitive, receives a convincing 
reading, but it is always difficult to give satisfactory 
information to many persons at a single function. 

Q. What is a good method for increasing psycho- 
metric ability? 

A. Let a small select company of earnest students 
form a group, meeting in a-quiet, harmonious place, 
at regular intervals. If one of the company is parti- 
cularly sensitive, this fact will soon disclose itself. Let 
yourselves be perfectly natural, and give forth what- 
ever comes to you, making no claims for it but allow- 
ing its accuracy to be proved or disproved by sub- 
sequent experiences. 


Q. Is the exercise of this ability a strain on a sensi- 
tive? 

A. It never involves injurious effort if the psycho- 
meter takes the matter easily. Undue strain is due to 
mental anxiety which also hampers and often neutral- 
izes the success of an experiment.

Evolution of Mammalian Kingdom and Man 


Succeeding this kingdom, and in consequence of 
a similar process of concentrated germinal-proper- 
ties and circumstantial-prolification, the Mammal- 
ial organization was unfolded. Mammalia em- 
brace all animals which suckle their young. Thus 
the higher we ascend in Nature the most closely 
allied do we find the various organizations to 
Man. It is almost impossible to contemplate Na- 
ture with a comprehensive, generalizing eye and 
determine which to first term man -- whether the 
highest of the quadrumana, or the lowest of the 
human type -- so gradual and progressive is the 
emergement of one kingdom into another! 

The mammalia order of organization includes 
the cetacea, rumantia, edentala, pachydermata, 
digitigrade, planitigrade, and the quadrumana.

The Spirits’ Book 
by Allan Kardec 


MARCH OF PROGRESS 


Progress being a condition of human nature, it is 
not in the power of any one to prevent it. It is a liv- 
ing force that bad laws may hamper, but not stifle. 
When these laws become incompatible with progress, 
progress breaks them down with all those who attempt 
to hold them up; and it will continue to do so until 
man has brought his laws into harmony with the di- 
vine justice which wills the good of all, and the aboli- 
tion of all laws that are made for the strong, and 
against the weak. 

Man cannot remain perpetually in ignorance, be- 
cause he must reach the goal marked out for him by 
Providence; he is gradually enlightened by the force of 
things. Moral revolutions, like social revolutions, are 
parpared, little by little, in the ideas of a people; they 
go on germinating for centuries, and at length sud- 
denly burst forth, overthrowing the crumbling edifice 
of the past, which is no longer in harmony with the 
new wants and new aspirations of the day. 

Man often perceives, in these public commotions, 
only the momentary disorder and confusion that affect 
him in his material interests; but he who raises his 
thoughts above his own personality admires the pro- 
vidential working which brings good out of evil. Such 
commotions are the tempest and the storm that purify 
the atmosphere after having disturbed it. 15 


There are two kinds of progress, that mutually aid 
one another, and yet do not proceed sideby side -- in- 
tellectual progress, and moral progress. Among civi- 
lized peoples the first is receiving, at the present day, 
abundant encouragement; and it has accordingly 
reached a degree of advancement unknown to past 
ages. The second is very far from having reached the 
same point; although, if we compare the social usages 
of periods separated by a few centuries, we are com- 
pelled to admit that progress has also been made in 
this direction. Why then should the ascensional move- 
ment stop short in the region of morality any more 
than of intelligence? Why should there not be as great 
a difference between the morality of the nineteenth and 
the twenty-fourth centuries as between that of the four- 
teenth and the nineteenth? To doubt of the continuity 
of moral progress would be to assume either that the 
human race reached the summit of perfection, which 
would be absurd, or that it is not morally perfectable, 
which is disproved by experience. 


The human race progresses through the progress 
of individuals, who gradually become enlightened 
and improved, and who, when they constitute a major- 
ity, obtain the upper hand, and draw therest forward. 
Men of genius arise from time to time and give an 
impulse to the work of advancement; and men having 
authority, instruments of-God, effect in the course of a 
few years what the race, left to itself, would have taken 
several centuries to accomplish. 

The progress of nations renders still more evident 
the justice of reincarnation. Through the efforts of its 
best men, a nation is made to advance intellectually 
and morally; and the nation thus advanced is happier 
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both in this world and in the next. But during its 
slow passage through successive centuries, thousands 
of its people have died every day. What will be the 
fate of those who have thus fallen on the way? Does 
their relative inferiority deprive them of the happiness 
reserved for those who came later? Or will their hap- 
piness be always proportioned to that inferiority? The 
divine justice could not permit so palpable an injustice. 
Through the plurality of existences, the same degree 
of happiness is obtainable by all, for no one is ex- 
cluded from the heritage of progress. Those who have 
lived in a period of barbarism, come back in a per- 
iod of civilization among the same people or among 
another one; and all are thus enabled to profit by the 
ascensional movement of the various nations of the 
earth, from the benefits of which movement they are 
excluded by the theory which assumes that there is 
only a single life for each individual. . 

Another difficulty presented by the theory referred 
to may be conveniently examined in this place. Ac- 
cording to that theory, the soul is created at the same 
time as the body; so that, as some men are more ad- 
vanced than others, it follows that God creates for 
some men souls more advanced than the souls He 
creates for other men. But why this favoritism? How 
can one man, who has lived no longer than another 
man, often not so long, have merited to be thus en- 
dowed with a soul of a quality superior to that of the 
soul which has been given to that other man? 

But the theory of the unity of existence presents a 
still graver difficulty. A nation, in the course of a 
thousand years, passes from barbarism to civilization. 
If all men lived a thousand years, we could under- 
stand that, in this period, they would have the time to 
progress; but many die every day, at all ages, and 
the people of the earth are incessantly renewed, so that 
every day we see them appear and disappear. Thus, 
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at the end of a thousand years, no trace remains in 
any country of those who were living in it a thousand 
years before. The nation, from the state of barbarism 
in which it was, has become civilized -- but what is it 
that has thus progressed? 

Is it the people who were formerly barbarian? But 
they died long ago. Is it the newcomers? But if the 
soul is created at the same time with the body, it fol- 
lows that their souls were not in existence during the 
period of barbarism; and we should therefore be com- 
pelled to admit that the efforts made to civilize a peo- 
ple have the power, not to work out the improvement 
of souls that are created imperfect, but to make God 
create souls of a better quality than those which He 
created a thousand years before. 

Let us compare this theory of progress withthe one 
now given by spirits. The souls that come into a na- 
tion in its period of civilization have had their infan- 
cy, like all the others, but they have lived already, 
and have brought with them the advancement result- 
ing from progress previously made; they come into 
it, attracted by a state of things with which they are 
in sympathy, and which is suited to their present -de- 
gree of advancement, so that the effect of the efforts to 
civilize a people is not to cause the future creation of 
souls of a better quality, but to attract to that people 
souls that have already progressed, whether they have 
already lived among that people, or whether they have 
lived elsewhere. And the progress accomplished by 
each people, when thus explained, furnishes also the 
key to the progress of the human race in its entirety, 
by showing that when all the peoples of the earth 
shall have reached the same level of moral advance- 
ment, the earth will be the resort of good spirits only, 
who will live together in fraternal union, and all the 
bad spirits who now infest it, finding themselves out 
of place among the others, and repelled by them, will

go away, and will seek in lower worlds the surround- 
ings that suit them, until they have rendered them- 
selves worthy of coming back into our transformed 
and happier world. The theory commonly received 
leads also to this other consequence, viz., that the 
labour of social amelioration is profitable only to 
present and future generations; its result is null for the 
generations of the past, who made the mistake of com- 
ing into the world too soon, and who have to get on 
as they can, weighted as they are through the faults 
of their barbarian epoch. According to the doctrine 
now set forth by spirits, the progress accomplished by 
later generations is equally beneficial to the genera- 
tions that preceded them, and who, re-living upon the 
earth under improved conditions, are thus enabled to 
improve themselves in the focus of civilization.
